WASHINGTON (A P) — Government officials re­ 


sumed attempts with railroad union and industry 


negotiators today to head off a threatened nation­ 


wide rail strike set for shortly after midnight to­ 


night. 


Asst. Secretary of Labor W. J. Usery declined to 
say whether there had been any movement in the 
stalemated waee negotiations involving some 500.000 
members of i'our AFL-CIO unions. 


“ The White House is being kept informed,” Usery 
said, but declined to say whether President Nixon 
planned to invoke a 60-day strike delay under the 
Railway Labor Act.

Their maternal grandmother, Mrs. Olive Grands- 
taff. 68, was in fair condition with fractured ribs 
and a collar bone. 


Crosby’s wife, Kathy, tlew here from her Southern 
California home Tuesday afternoon to be by the side 
of Harry Jr., 12, Mary Frances, 10, Nathaniel, 8, as 
well as her mother. Crosby was reported to be in 
Vermont working on a film. 


The Highway Patrol said the accident occurred as 
Mrs. Crosby’s father, Delbert E. Grandstaff, 71, was 
driving

children 
to 
Redding 
Airport. 
The 
Grandstaffs of nearby Fall River Mills and the chil­ 
dren had been visiting Crosby’s ranch in Burney. 
The children were returning to school. 


The patrol said the car driven by Grandstaff col­ 
lided w.th one driven by Lila Tahti of Palo Cedro at 
the intersection of California 44 and airport road 
bout four miles east of here. Mrs. Tahti suffered a 
fractured heel. Grandstaff was released from the 
hospital after being treated for minor cuts and 
bruises.

Faubus, Carswell 
Turned Down in 
State Primaries

Dale Bumpers, who emerged 
from the political obscurity of a 
country law practice, has won 
the Democratic nomination for 
governor of Arkansas, crushing 
the comeback campaign of for­ 
mer governor Orval E. Faubus. 
And in Florida, Rep. William 
C. 
Cramer captured 
the 
Re­ 
publican nomination to the Sen­ 
ate, ending the bitter quest by 
G. Harrold Carswell for a seat 
in the chamber that denied him 
a place on the Supreme Court. 
Carswell, whose defeat was 
expected, and Faubus, loser in 
a startling upset, were the big- 
name 
political 
casualties 
as 
eight states held primary elec­ 
tions Tuesday. 
The Arkansas runoff was sur­ 
prising not only for the out­ 
come, 
but 
for 
the 
towering 
proportions of the Bumpers vic­ 
tory. 
With virtually all precincts 
counted, Bumpers had 257,385 
votes to 181,089 for Faubus, who 
served six terms as governor, 
retired undefeated four years 
ago, and became manager of 
an amusement park called Dog- 
patch USA. 


Campaign Promise 
Bumpers campaigned with a 
promise 
of 
fresh, 
aggressive 
leadership— he seldom got more 
specific—and said Faubus had 
nothing new to offer Arkansas. 


Bumpers, 45, and making his 
first bid 'or state office 
will 
c h a l l e n g e Republican Gov 
Wintnrop 
Rockefeller 
in 
tne 
Nov. 3 election. 
Nobody paid much attention 
to 
Bumpers, 
a 
lawyer 
from 
Charlestown, 
population 
1,350, 
until 
he staged a 
surprising 
race and emerged second to 
Faubus in the first, eight-way 
primary. 
Faubus got 36 
p°r 
cent of the vote in that one, far 
short of the majority required 
for nomination.

fell short of a majority in his 
renomination bid, and was for­

Kirk had 48 per 
cent of the vote, Eckerd 37 per 
cent, in a three-man field. 
Atty. Gen. Earl Faircloth and 
Reubin Askew, a state senator, 
will meet in a runoff for the 
Democratic nomination for gov­ 
ernor. 
—Vermont 
Democrats nomi­ 
nated Philip H. Hoff, a former 
governor, to run for the Senate 
against Republican Sen. 
Win­ 
ston 
L. Prouty. With 88 per 
cent of the vote counted, Hoff 
had 19,471 votes, Fiore L. Bove, 
a 
conservative state 
senator, 
had 6,442, and William H. Me­ 
yer,

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despite a strike by 1.000 teach­ 
ers, officials said.
